Opinions differ on 
clerk's, consultant's role

Differences of opinion surfaced 
Tuesday night as members of the 
Permanent Building Committee 
(PBC) discussed two issues related 
to the high school boiler project. 

After voting to award the con- 
tract to Enterprise Equipment Co. 
Inc, for their low bid of $666,135 
for construction work, board 
members discussed the clerk of the 
works position and the future role 
of PBC consultant Stu Lesser. 

The board had budgeted $25,000 
for a clerk of the works who would 
be on site part time to check in- 
coming equipment and be available 
during critical points in the job: 
The town had decided against using 
town employees from the public 
buildings department because of 
the liability issue. 

Project Manager Kevin Buckley 
said a job this size may not require 
a clerk of the works. He suggested 
when the need arises, he could as. 
Sign one of his own men to the job, 
Payment would come from the 
$25,000, even though Buckley felt 
most of the budgeted amount 
wouldn't be spent 

"I'm not going to spend that mon 
ey unless it needs to be spent 
Buckley promised the board 

Members said they didn’t want to 
waste money if the position wasn't 
needed. Though Chairman Diane 
Allan argued that a person needs to 
be on site to make sure the right 
equipment has been sent, Bernic 
LaVita and others said there was no 
reason to pay somcone to stand a 
round a good part of the day. Allin 
suggested, in that case, they should 
put the money in a separate clerk of 
the works account and touch it 
only when needed. Lesser sug 
ed the commitce k track of 


how oftcn Buckley assigns one of 
his men to assume duties normally 
covered by a clerk of the works. 
The board asked Buckley to report 
back to them for accounting 
purposes each time $2,000 is spent 
from the account.

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Commission seeks power to impose fines

A by-law that would establish fines 
for wetlands violations is now being 
considered by the Tewksbury Con- 
servation Commission. 

The commissioners vocd Monday 
night to request the services of town 
counsel, to help draw up a by-law 
that would give the commission the 
power to levy fines in case of repeat 
wetlands violations. 

An issue which has twice appeared 
before the commission retummed on 
Monday, prompting the request for 
a punishment power. To avoid any 
possible hint of a conflict of interest, 
Conservation Chair Cosmo DiBiase 
voluntarily stepped down from the 
discussion. 

In November of 1988, a report of 
tsce being cut on the property at the 
corner of Main and Rogers Strcets 
was received, and Commissioner 
Gail Perdicaro went to the site to 
check, and issued a ccase-and-desist 
order on the spot. 

The property owner returned to 
the commission in April asking for 
permission to remove those tces 
which had already been cut, and the 
commissioners agreed to allow the 
cleanup. 

Not long afterward, however, 
hbor Gordon Feener contacted 
both the selecimen and the state's 
Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection (DEP) to claim that the 
conservation commission was neg 
ligent in protecting the wetlands, 
that selectmen should become 
involved since the commission is an 
appointed board. Feener said that 
the heavy trailer used to haul out the 
trees was doing further harm to the 
wetlands. 

Feener has claimed that the owner 
of the property is ying to cut down 
the trees in order to dry out the land, 
for later development. He also has 
questioned why the commission did 
not order the trees replanted 

Perdicaro this week said that the

Lieutenant filed grievance 
on command sergeant's pay 


A pay increase given to the 
command sergeant of the Wil- 
mington Police Department on 
July 1 is the subject of a grievance 
currently before an arbitrator. 

The pay increase granted Sgt 
Jay Palmer a 12 percent increase, 
on the basis of his being the 
command sergeant of the depart- 
ment. Greiving thepay increase is, 
Lt. Robert LaRive¢, who charges 
that the increase violates a 
paragraph in the union contract 
which provides for a 15 percent 
differential between ranks. More- 
over, he charges that the town 
violated the contract in negotiating 
with an individual. 

A Wilmington police sergeant 
earns $642.98 a week. Add to this 
the 12 percent that Palmer was 
granted on July 1, and it comes to 
$720.14. With an additional 15 
percent for longevity, the total is 
$828.10 a week. 

Base pay for a licutenant is 
$739.42. With 12 percent lon- 
gevity, LaRivee carns $828.16, 
six cents more than Palmer. 

Police Chief Bobby Stewart said 
the additional money was granted 
to Palmer as specialist's pay, in 
light of the additional duties he 
carries as command sergeant. A 
table of organization for the de- 
partment has the command ser- 
geant in charge of the patrol 
division, incorporating four ser- 
geants and 27 patrolmen 

The lieutenant is in charge of 
< administrative areas, including 
+ internal affairs and the records 
bureau, plus the detectives and the 
specialists, such as the prosecutor, 
safety officer and juvenile officer. 
The table of organization does not 
show the licutenant in charge of 
the command sergeant. In terms of 
duties, the chart shows the two 
positions as side by side 

The command sergeant position 
was created in 1985. The town 
manager had rejected the creation 
of new lieutenant, but indicated 
that he would approve of a new 
non-civil service position of com- 
mand sergeant. The position was 
approved in a special town 
meeting in December of that year. 
+ Until this year, however, Palmer 
had worked the job of command 
sergeant with no extra pay. 

Palmer said that the job creates 
quite a bit of extra work for him. 
He had been willing 19 do the work 
without the extra pay with the 
belicf that he would eventually get 
a raise. 

According to papers filed by 
Chief Stewart, Sgt. Palmer had 
requested in 1987 and 1988 that 
the town and the union consider

There's a story behind the story on the letter that 
Wilmington selectmen sent out last week supporting a debt 
exclusion on Prop. 2 1/2 for the replacement of the 
antiquated boilers at Wilmington High School. The letter, 
paid for privately by board members, was the idea of 
selectmen Chairman Bob Cain. Every member of the 
board was already on record as supporting the override, 
having voted so at the special town meeting in October. 

The letter was privately paid for by board members at a 
cost of $80.00 each, but when it arrived in local mailboxes 
last week there was a glaring double line running through 
Selectman Michael McCoy's typed name, with his 
colleagues four signatures appearing in the same 
correspondence. It looked silly, if not rather embarassing 
for McCoy. 

The story behind the story, as they say, is that McCoy 
waffled at the last moment on supporting the override vote 
in writing. This is ironic, considering that McCoy voted 
it the special town mecting to endorse the tax-cap debt 
sion. 

The topic of McCoy's absentee signature is more of a 
political issue than a financial one. Joking aside, one would 
hardly sug; that the junior seleetman was lacking the 
$80.00 requested by the chairman of the board from each 
member. 

Instead, the letter, widely circulated in town, has brought 
glaring attention upon McCoy at the very moment when 
voters will begin to focus on his overall record as a 
candidate for reelection. 

Long recognized as controversial, and suspected by 
many to be simply a mouth piéce for his political mentor 
and uncle, McCoy's record has, through this incident, been 
etched in stone as maintaining the status quo. Most 
incumbents sccking a renewal on their political life, 
whether at the municipal level or beyond, have had to 
campaign on a platform of accomplishments, It's been 
done this way for some 200 yeurs, and the citizenry expect 
it, 

A typical incumbent could boast the following, hopefully 
with a straight face: "Last year | was instrumental in 
preserving the quality of our public buildings", or, "I have 
promoted the development of the Center to improve traffic 
and upgrade the local economy", etc 

But not this incumbent, Instead, his is a record of 
stagnation, fighting against every major proposal which 
deals with the future of the community as a whole. He 
bagan his career in the middle of 1987 accusing the 
Redevelopment Authority of every offense in the book, 
short of responsibility for the common cold. Then the 
record degressed further to consistent, blustery opposition 
to the redevelopment of Wilmington Center; a proposal 
overwhelmingly endorsed at the ballot box by Wilmington 
voters, s 

Continually, the junior sclectman has acted in unison 
with his uncle to block consideration of a major Center 
improvement project, favoring instead the band-aid 
approach of replacing the Burlington Avenue bridge only. 
This, despite the fact that consultants (and apparently 
voters) agree that the long-term solution to traffic 
congestion lics in a major renovation project. 

Selectman McCoy is probably held in the same esteem at 
the police department as he is at the redevelopment 
authority. There was the incident early in his term when 
he got into a flap with a police officer delivering his 
selectmen's mail packet, apparently because it was not 
delivered to his satisfaction. And not too long ago he came 
out with the outrageous accusation against the town 
plumber, accusing him of performing personal work on 
town time. When put on the spot, McCoy could not even 
say what day this allegedly took place. 

Recently, there was the case of McCoy's master 
negotiator techniques, While his colleagues, as selected by 


the board, were in tense negotiations with Reading 
Municipal Light, McCoy embarked on his own 
negotiations mission, threatening Wilmington's position at 
the bargaining table. 

But most intriguing of all was McCoy's efforts to have 
his board introduce a town meeting article requiring high 
density zoning for the operation of new deli-counters in 
Wilmington -- nothing like keeping the competition at bay, 
thanks to your powers as an elected official 

Then there is the general stigma which has clouded 
McCoy, due to his curious public conduct. His lack of 
finesse, or what might be better described as a constant 
stream of foot in mouth, ha int stimulus for 
the ratings at Channel 30. This might sound cruel, but a 
fair evaluation of his oratorial talents would leave even the 
most undemanding constituent hard pressed to be 
impressed 

So the recent Ictter controversy sews up McCoy's 
reputation as the unsupporting selectman. With the need 
for the high school boiler replacement starring straight at 
us, his level of “leadership” did not rise to the occasion of 
affixing his signature. This wasn't a flamboyant override, 
but a capital necessity for the flagship building in the 
public school'system. A united affirmative voice from the 
town fathers was necded, but instead we got only four- 
fifths. 

The fallout from these chapters of a local politician's 
career comes in five months time. McCoy's strongest 
challenge will emanate from former selectman candidate 
John Forrest, a well known local businessman, already 
organized to the point of his bumper stickers being printed 
and a tight campaign team in place, ready to launch the 
assault, 

Meanwhile, McCoy's allics, and even his enemies, 
suggest that his falling star could rise again with 
resuscitation by his uncle's political machine. If that's the 
case, it will be a great victory for that local dynasty. If not, 
their own clout and power will be in question and McCoy

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Public scrutiny vs. private deals

The term "conflict of interest" has been fying around Tewksbury 
for many years, and even more so recently. Builders, or the friends 
of builders, who sit on various boards in town have been accused, 
sometimes openly and sometimes in coffec-shop whisperings, of 
making a profit from their official positions. 

Ifa profit is being made from an official position, something must 
be done to correct the wrong, something which involves lawyers, 
fines or headlines, But more often than not, finding firm proof of 
impropriety is difficult in the extreme. 

Any illicit action which leaves a "paper trail" can cause problems 
for the parties concerned. Deeds and mortgages are filed with the 
Norther Middlesex Registry of Deeds in Lowell, which can be a 
gold mine for those who seek out paper trails. 

Tilegal profits can be made without Icaving a paper trail, however, 
and the whole business may remain hidden forever. Only those who 
took part it the activity will ever know what happened. 

If Tewksbury is ever to shed its image of being a “builders’ town," 
where builders are supposedly given free rein to do whatever they 
wish, then those private citizens involved in the dealings must step 
forward. It takes two to make a deal, and builders are only one side 
of the equation. Builders are just businessmen in search of profits, 
which is legal and fair, but using public office for profit, or to drum 
up additional business, is illegal and wrong 

All that any land-use-regulation board or office should do is to 
accept your application fec, and board members may later visit the 
site to look it over. Period. Any further contact with a board 
member, beyond a reasonable request for information, hints of 
conflict of interest, and any demunds placed upon the landowner in 
exchange for a favorable vote is highly suspect. There should be no 
conditions placed upon you, the landowner, or your property, 
exccpt those imposed in a legal public hearing, Shady dealings 
should be reported. 

But the willingness of private citizens to step forward and admit 
that something improper was done is all-important. Without such an 
open admission, the “business as usual” attitude will remain. Only 
private citizens can correct private wrongs. 

The Tewksbury Board of Sclectmen is now secking written and 
signed complaints from town residents concerning the Tewksbury 
Zoning Board of Appeals. Selectnicn Coppola and Kelley are given 
the task of looking into appeuls board activities, and residents have 
until the selectmen's mee of November 14 to submit repons of 
any questionable activity. An open, public meeting is planned for 
November 16 at 7:30 p.m. in town hull to air the grievances, if any. 

The zoning board of appeals has come under serutiny lately, and it 
would seem a reasonable thing to do. Some appeals board decisions 
defy normal logic, Still, the appeals board ix unusual, but hardly 
unique. The appeals board just I sto be inthe spotlight at the 
moment, but perhaps for no reason whittsoever 

All town boards, committees and olfices should receive the same 
level of scrutiny if Tewksbury is to ever shod the "builder's town" 
image. Citizens now have an opportunity, even the obligation, to 
come forward if they were improperly approach or coerced. 

Then again, maybe everything is just wonderful, open, clean and 
honest, and this whole thing is a big mistake. That's very possible. If 
so, we'll be back to "business as usual” in no time, for good or ill 

It's your town, it's your Jand, and it's your conscience.

The recycling habit

Wilmington is getting into the recycling habit. But more residents 
have to accept the challenge and make recycling a way of life. 

It sounds simple, doesn't it? To stack up old newspapers and save 
glass bottles and aluminum cans for disposal in roll-off containe! 
at the recycling site. Or to bag those leaves blankcting your front 
lawn and dump them on the town's compost heap. 

Actually, I've found the whole cffort requires concentration and 
training. You have to train yourself and family members not to toss 
that pickle jar or soda pop can right into the trash, Being the lazy 
creatures that we are, we naturally tend to take the easy way out 
and just pitch those containers and papers in the garbage. 

When recycling, you have to have someplace nearby where you 
can store your recyclables until Saturdays. Maybe in your family 
you just put your recyclables into an old laundry basket or into 
lined cardboard boxes.

Besides the initial difficulty of remembering to save those 
containers and papers, there's the trip to the town's recycling center 
each Saturday.

And yes, recycling can be an 
inconvenience. 

But town employces and the local recycling commitice have also 
gone to some trouble to create an attractive, clean site with easy 
access for all citizens. Committee members are currently training 
volunteers to help at the site or to educate the public on the need to 
recycle. = 

They are.doing their part. We all must do ours. Recycling is 
worth the effort. It's good for the environment. It means a savings 
in tax dollars as officials predict a decrease in Wilmington's solid 
waste costs. In fact, judging from recent media attention, recycling 
has truly become the "wave of the future."

Mired in plastics

Plastics - symbol of our 
throwaway society. It is difficult to 
live without them, but it is even 
more difficult to dispose of them. 

Make no mistake about it, plastics 
have become big business. The U.S. 
produces twice as much plastic as 
steel and aluminum combined. 
Think about all the common 
products that used to be made from 
other materials but are now made 
from plastic - soft drink bottles, 
grocery bags, diapers and car 
bumpers. 

The popularity of plastics is due 
to its versatility, durability and 
light weight. Its major drawback is 
that it is imperishable. That 
combined with the fact that plastics 
make up 30 percent of our trash 
volume make it our greatest solid 
waste disposal problem. 

Disposal in landfills or 
incinerators poses environmental 
dangers. Plastics do not degrade in 
landfills. There are those who 
believe anthropologists 200 ycars 
from now will dig up pfastic milk 
bottles in our landfills. Burning, on 
the other hand, releases 
hydrochloric acid which can 
contribute to acid rain. 

Recently, manufacturers have 
been producing degradable 
plastics. There are two common 
types; photodegradable which 
breaks down in the sun's ultraviolet 
light; biodegradable which 
decomposes in the soil due to 
bacteria. 

We shouldn't be deluded into 
believing these improved products 
will have a significant impact on 
the solid waste problem. Once 


buried, there is no exposure'to sun 
and thus photodegradable products 
will not breakdown, Similarly, 
landfills by design do not have 
sufficient moisture, air and “bugs” 
for biodegradation. 

Degradable plastics are not the 
answer. Reduction at the source 
and recycling at the local level 
make more environmental sense. 

Massachusetts has a first in the 
nation polystyrene recycling plant 
in Leominster. At the present time 
however, only about one percent of 
plastics is recycled. More markets 
need to be developed because 
without sufficient markets. 
recycled trash is still trash. 
Research is now underway on the 
use of recycled plastics for park 
benches, fences and playground 
equipment. How about disposable 
diapers turned into flower pots 

There are some technical 
constraints, however, to recycling, 
For example, chemical additives 
can reduce the marketability of 
plastics. 

More and more citics across the 
country are uying to reduce the 
volume by banning the sale of 
plastic containers. It is unlikely the 
plastic industry will sit idle when 
its livelihood is challenged. The 
first battle ground will be in the 
courts where they will claim 
restraint of trade. Even if these 
logislative bans are not successful, 
they will have at least raised the 
environmental awareness of the 
manufacturers, This may lead to 
more use of recyclable plastics 

The next time you throw out that 
plastic cola bottle, remember one 
thing - there is no out!

n cighty-nine should be 
declared the Year of the Natural 
Disaster, Hurricanes and 
earthquakes measures fury in a 
sense beyond control or 
anticipation; which is very difticult 
for most of us to iinagine, We, as 
humans, tend to plan and live under 
the guides that most things are 
taken care of respectfully. Police, 
firemen, public works, etc. are a 
few examples of this concept.

I fully realize and appreciate the 
criticism that the “one-seventh" 
doesn't always deal with the "real 

does express issues beyond 
jolden Rules," and/or directs 
thoughts toward selected issues not 
favored by all. I don't see this as 
negative, but part of a whole and 
worthy of recognition in the big 
picture. Schools being very much a 
part of this picture, coupled with 
the fact that children are involved 
causes the illusion they are 
self-contained.

they were before," or children at 
risk. By d taxation, social 
and cultural norms, and economics 
being in a state of flux, makes all of 
us share the burden of proof for 
effective schools not just taking for 
granted that "These people are 
hired to do it for us.” 
Accountability is all our mission as 
well as educating our young is in 
the public domain, Unfortunatcly, 
this is not always the case; because 
there is a tendency to take certain 
arcas of edycation out of context 
and diminish its value as part of the 
whole. Therefore, periodically, I 
will continue to address issues 
pertaining to the entire picture not 
just education according to 
Webster. 

The anatomy, of a school building 
can be dissected into many valuable 
parts. Each part contributing to the 
achievement of the goal 
Maintaining the building environ- 
ment (sweeping, boilers, etc.) for 
Icarning is of equal importance as 
the classroom. Providing 
nourishment to the body supports 
the willingness of the mind to 
learn. Clerical duties make order 
for the principals to function. 
Teachers provide knowled, 
skills to survive academic: 
well as socially. Parents provide 
support and the initial education 
for teachers to work with. Parents 
and teachers compliment each 
other's talents for the welfare of 
the children, Children are the 
reason for the building, jobs, etc., 
in the first place. “Oh, la de, oh, la 
da, life goes on." 

Many things go on at the schools; 
none of which, should be taken for 
granted. In summary, a large 
disaster shouldn't be the barometer 
to appreciate worth. Working 
together, grabbing the yolk, and 
pulling the weight with the 
expectations all are doing the same 
is what determines effective 
schools. Passing the buck, always 
finding fault, or wa.ing until it 
bothers you, personally, is what 
determines affective schools. What 
goes on isolated now does impact 
the big picture latcr. John Q. Public 
is you and I. Respecting individuals 
shouldn't alienate the common 
good.

MOVIE REVIEWS Rochelle 
Second Sight 


and Short Takes 


"Second Sight" Starring 
Bronson Pinchot, John Laroquetie, 
Stuart Pankin, Bess Armstrong. 
Directed by Joel Zwick. Written 
by Tom Schulman, Patricia 
Resnick. Produced by Mark 
Tarlov. Rated PG. 

It's always a bad sign when 
you're at a concert and the lead 
rocker begins to scream about 
how great it is to be in Boston, 
even if you're in Worcester. The 
more the singer milks screeching 
applause just for being back in 
Boston, the more you start to fig- 
ure the show isn't going to have a 
lot of substance. 

Well, such is the case for 
"Second Sight.” Boston looks 
great. You get a real feel for the 
city. There are lots of easily rec- 
ognizable locations from China- 
town to Commonwealth Avenue 
to the Charles River. And if see- 
ing familiar locales is enough for 
you, then by all means, shell out 
six bucks to catch this flick. But if 
you want plot, acting, dialogue - 
Substance of any kind, forget it 
This story of a psychic detective 
agency unfolds like the Three 
Stooges doing Agatha Christie, 

Bronson Pinchot plays psychic 
Bobby McGce. No, he’s not just a 
psychic, he a superpsychic, a 
megapsychic. Not only can he 
channel dead spirits, he can see 
into the future, read minds and 
zap people with some kind of psy- 
chic electricity. This guy isn't just 
a scer, he's Superseer, 

Bobby begins to act stranger 
than usual when the agency takes 
on a new client, Bess Armstrong, 
as a nun who's the secretary to the 
Cardinal of Boston. Armstrong 
needs help finding the culprits in a 
hit and run accident. Of course, 
these same guys are behind a kid- 
napping plot to snatch the 
Cardinal. Of course, her Sister 
Elisabeth is the woman responsi- 
ble for the death of Murray, 
Bobby's spirit guide. And, of 
course, Sister Elisabeth's vocation 
goes flying out the window when 
the right guy comes along. 


There are all kinds of inane 
plot deviéesithat probably looked 
wildly humorous on paper, but are 
actually as flat as day old cham- 
pagne. Pinchot's character comes 
across as more psychotic than 
Psychic, completely out of control 
and able to be soothed only when 
fed chocolate-covered peanuts. 
Even the big chase scene is ridicu- 
lous, as Pinchot commandeers a 
plane and drives right out of 
Logan and through the tunnel 
after the bad guys, 

In the right hands, the idea of a 
detective agency employing a 
psychic could have been wild 
stuff, But Joel Zwick, a TV direc- 
tor lacking feature film credit on 
his resume, doesn't do much to 
help out a script that was probably 
pretty lame in the first place 
Some of Pinchot's routine garners 
a few laughs, but for the most part 
he's tuned too tightly, his physical 
humor is way over the top. Zwick 
should have reigned him in, thus 
helping to stop the film from spin- 
ning out of control. 

The one credible performance 
is John Laroquette as a former 
Police officer who runs the agen- 
cy. He shoots off some of the only 
truly funny lines in the flick, 
prompting you to suspect they're 
his own ad-libs. He's a no-non- 
sense straight man whose cyni- 
Cism is a hoot amidst all the hocus 
pocus. It's a shame to see his per- 
formance wasted in a film that is 
really only so much dead weight 


SHORT TAKES 


Dad is one of those manipula- 
live, connect-the-dots films that 
plays out like an ad for a 
Hallmark holiday gift idea. Jack 
Lemmon is just too precious as 
the doddering patriarch of a fami- 
ly brought together by illness. Ted 
Danson gives a surprisingly keen 
performance, but director Gary 
David Goldberg, who created 
"Family Ties," mistakes depth for 
pathos and sentiment for senti- 
mentality.
